Bishop’s Charge Is Denied. 

The bishop’s letter has caused a marked 
sensation. G. R. Scrugham, organization 
manager of the international policy holders’ 
committee, said tonight that Bishop McCabe 
had never attended a meeting of the commit- 
tee, He added: 

“The final address to the policy holders 
was adopted at a meeting of the genera! com- 
mittee at which twenty members were pres- 
ent. After an all day session a special com- 
mittee on the address went over the docu- 
ment. It was then discussed and changed 
by the full committee, so it representa in 
every respect the views of the entire com- 
mittee then present. It was sent to the three 
absent members more than mx aveeks ago. 
No suggestion of a change was made by any 
of them.” 

The two other members of the committee 
besides Bishop McCabe who were absent 
from the meeting at which the address to 
the policy holders was adopted were Con- 
gressman Nicholas Longworth and Gov. 
Broward of Florida, 


McCabe Did ‘Not Protest. 

The address was unanimously adopted by 
the twenty who were present at the 
meeting held on July 9 and as adopted 
was sent to all committee members, 
Bishop McCabe included. It was at 
least two weeks later before any of the 
addresses were sent out to the policy holders, 
and no objection was noted from the bishop. 

Bishop McCabe, it is understood, is one of 
the men who consented to serve on the inter- 
national committee through the solicitation 
of Seymour Eaton, former secretary of the 
committee, who sent out his resignation to 
the newspapers at midnight recently and was 
notified by Alton B. Parker the next day he 
haé got out—none too soon. Mr. Baton has 
been throwing mud at the committee ever 
since. It is sald Bishop McCabe has known 
Eaton for a long time. 


Says He Means It. 

Bishop Charles C. McCabe, when seen at his 
home in Evanston tonight and asked regard- 
ing the letter given out in New York today 
addressed to Alton B. Parker, said: 

“TI mean every word that is in that letter. 
My particular criticism was aimed at the 
executive committee for its course in sending 
out a number of newapaper clippings. My 
name, as a member of the committee, was 
signed to that report, and I never knew any- 
thing about it. The report was not sub- 
mitted to me, and had it been I certainly 
should not have signed it. It contained at- 
tacks on the management of the two insur- 
ance companies that are wholly unjustified 
by the facts. My opinion is thet the news- 
paper clippings were gotten together by one 
or two men and all the names of the members 
of the committee signed to the report without

WOULD ENJOIN NEW TEXTS. 


William A. Stiles to Ask for Writ 
Against School Board. 


OBJECTS TO HIGHER PRICE. 


Rand, McNally & Co. May Sue Body 
Because of Delay in Decision. 


An eleventh hour complication in the text 
book fight that has agitated the Chicago 
schools is scheduled for this morning. An 
injunction, restraining the board of educa- 
tion from introducing the new set of school 
readers and primers, will be the subject of a 
petition in Judge Tuthill’s court. 

As a res@t, little Johnnie and Mary and 
their 800, brothers and sisters may have 
to go to school on its reopening next Tuce- 
day without any primers or readers—or per- 
haps with the old ones issued by Rand, Me- 
Nally & Co., instead of the new and higher 
priced Wheeler set. 

William A. Stiles, as a plein taxpayer, 
will ask for the injunction through his law- 
yer, Donald L. Morrill, who for a good many 
years was attorney for the school board. 


Objects to Higher Priced Books. 

Mr. Stiles lives in the Lessing apartment 
building on the north side. He has two 
children attending the Nettelhorst school. 
He said last night that he objected to pay- 
ing more money for school. books than was 
necessary—that the books now in use were 
satisfactory, and that there was no plaus- 
ible reason why the change should have 
been made. Mr. Stiles thought many other 
parents and taxpayers would join with him 
in the suit. 

The board of education on Wednesday, 
ignoring the recommendations of Supt. 
Cooley’s text bouk experts, threw out the 
Rand, McNally & Co. primer end five read- 
ers and substituted a primer published by 
W. H. Wheeler & Co. and a series of readers 
published by Ginn & Co. The new primers 
each cost more than the old ones, counting 
the Wheeler reduction of 56 cents. The en- 
tire series represents an additional expense 
of 12 cents. 


‘Bays Rule Was Violated. 

The bill will represent that the schoo! board 
acted in violation of the\rules. Rule 105 
provides that failure to take any action 
changing the text books at the last regular 
meeting in June results in automatically ex- 
tending the use of the old text books for 
another year. Also that the school man- 
agement committee failed to recommend any 
change and that a motion to discontinue the 
present readers was laid on the table by a 
majority vote. 

The increased cost,in the new school books 
to the public is estimated at $100,000. The 
fact is not brought out in the bill, but there

|} Army Ship. Sheridan Stuck on 
Coral Reef Near Honolulu. 


CAN'T GET PASSENGERS OFF. 


Swell and Surf Hold Back Aid While 
Vessel Dangles on Rock. 


HONOLULU, Aug. 31.—With 125 paseen- 
gers and 60 soldiers aboard, the United 
States army transport Sheridan is swinging 
on a coral rock in deep water at the south- 
western extremity of the island of Oahu, on 
which Honolulu is situated. Its plight is 
perilous in the extreme. 

The transport went ashore last night, but 
its plight was not discovered until the wire- 
less operator at Barber’s point opened his 
office today and found the ticker calling an 
appeal for assistance. 

Owing to the position of the stranded ves- 
gel and the nature of the shore line; it has 
been found impossible up to a late hour 
te render assistance. 

Tonight the revenue cutter Manning and 
the steamer Claudine are standings by the 
Sheridan, and an attempt will be made to 
transfer its passengers at dawn. The heavy 
aswell and surf and the dangerous nature of 
the coast will make this a perilous under- 
taking. 

Surf Holds Back Rescuers. 

While efforts have been made ail day to 
reach the stranded transport, only natives in 
their surf riding canoes were able to get near 
the vesselwand these boats were useless for 
rescue work. 

Late this afternoon the second officer of 
the Sheridan and sOme members of the crew 
reached shore after a thrilling ride through 
the surf. 
the breakers and the men only succeeded 
in reaching the shore by swimming and with 
great difficulty. 

Another boat which made the venture later 
suffered the same fate, though all in it 
reached shore. 

The second officer said the transport is 
hanging on a rock amidships with deep 
water all around and swung like a pendu- 
lum by the heavy swell. Perfect order has 
bee maintained and the alarm among the 
passengers is not great. 


Captain Admits the Blame. 

Acoording to the second éfficer, Capt. Pea- 
body, of the Sheridan, assumes all reepons!- 
bility for the wreck, admitting that he 
hugged the dangerous shote too closely. It 
was reported that the transport’s engines 
broke down and that it drifted on to the rock. 
The second officer denied this. 

The second officer said that after the vesse? 
struck its lifeboats were launched and an 
effort mada to reach the shore, Dut this was 
found impossible and the boats returned to 
the ship.. He says tha: the heavy swell 
will make the transfer of those on the transa- 
port to other ships a serious problem

Spectacular Greeting Planned

FAITHFUL “GET BUSY.” 


Democrats Left at Home Hope to 
Outdo New York in the Mat- 
ter of Enthusiasm. 


William Jennings Bryan is to have a spec- 
tacular and, it is expected, enthusiastic, wel- 
come whew he reaches Chicago next Tues- 
day.

Leaders Disgusted and Hopeless. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—[Special.J— 
Willlam J. Bryan has thrown his democratic 
followers into confusion by advocating fed- 
eral and state control of railroads. A week 
ago he hopefully was regarded by them as the 
harbinger of a reunited democracy and vic- 
tory in 1908. The feeling among democrats 
today is one of unspeakable disgust. 

Some of the leaders dropped into the capital 
today, among them Senator Bailey of Texas. 
He said he would not talk at this time, but 
might express himself upon Bryan’s govern- 
ment ownership policy later in a prepared 
statement. Many of the democrats ex- 
pressed the opinion that Bryan had dispelled 
any hope of victory in 1908 by his govern- 
ment ownership declaration. . 

‘‘Mr. Bryan is a good man,” said a Ken- 
tucky democrat of national prominence, 
“but he is not properly poised to be either 
president or candidate for president. He is 
& propagandist pure and simple. Any man 
with political tact would have improved the 
opportunity presented him so magnificently 
in New York. He has arrayed the conserva- 
tive forces of society against democracy, just 
as they were in 1896. If Bryan's personal 
political fortunes alone were involved one 
might admire his self-imposed martyrdom, 
but the party that conferred such extraor- 
dinary honors upon an individual deserved 
better treatment.”

WILL USE HOTEL REGISTERS 
TO FIGHT INJUNCTION SUITS. 


Police Prepare to Introduce Books as 
Evidence That Places Were of Disor- 
- derly Character. 


Hotel registers seized during the police 
raids will be introduced in evidence next 
week, when the petition for an injunction 
in behalf of four of the hotels will be heard 
in Judge Kavanagh’@court. The judge yes- 
terday denied the petition for a temporary 
injunction against the city, and set the peas 
ing for Tuesday. 

Chief Collins beliéves the hotel registers, 
which are in a police vault, are strong evi- 
dence that the raided places were disor- 
derly. 

The records show that some of the rooms 
were occupied by different couples six and 
seven times during twenty-four hours. Many 
names appear in the same writing, although 
the ne:aes are different, and the writing is 
not always that of the hotel clerk, indicat- 
ing that certain persons were frequent 
patrons of the hote!s. : 

‘TI cannot give a temporary injunct or in 
such a grave case,”’ said Judge Kav naigeh. 
“The hotels may be entitled to a pe: icanent 
injunction, but I can't tell that until the 
evidence has been heard. I don't care at 
this time to handicap the police.”

TEAM OWNERS WARN DRIVERS 
TO GET INTO ONE UNION. 


Lockout Threatened Unless Factional 
Lines Disappear—Wholesale Grocery 
Teamsters Join the Opposition. 


The Chicago Team Owners’ association 
yesterday ‘sounded the first note of warning 
te the warring factions of the Teamsters’ 
ution. The 8,500 drivers employed by mem- 
bers of the association were notified that 
all must join a single union or meet a lock- 
out. 

The teamsters were advised to get into the 
Shea branch of the organization immediate- 
ly. It is said the employers have set a date 
after which they will hire none but members 
of this union. 

Notwithstanding the team owners’ threat, 
the anti-Shea faction of the union held a 
meeting in the evening at Koch's hall, 10 
Clark street, and organized the wholesale 
grocery drivers into a separate local under 
their banner. In consequence lockout meas- 
ures against the 250 men engaged in this 
class of teaming are‘ expected soon. 

The wholesale grocery drivers formerly be- 
longed to the truck drivers’ local. Most of 
the méen went through the big strike last 
summer, and have not recovered from the 
effects of that disastrous struggle.

PUTS TIME LIMIT ON PACKERS. 


Secretary Wilson Gives Them Until 
October to Properly Label All

The Chicago packers were yesterday given 
until Oct. 1 to properly label all food products 
by Secretary of Agriculture Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson in Washington held another 
conference with the packers’ representatives 
end told them flatly they must be prepared on 
that date properly to jabel their goods or 
they would not be permitted to send them 
through the channels of interstate commerce.

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REVOLT SPREADS 
TO EASTERN CUBA 


News of Uprising in Santiago 
Causes Gravest Concern. 
in Havana. 


REBELS TAKE TO LOOTING. 


American Property Is Pillaged, 
Trains Held Up, and Foreign 
Estates Robbed. 


HAVANA; Aug. 31.—The situation is far 
darker tonight than at any previous time 
since the insurrection broke out. News ofan 
uprising in Santiago province, while not yet 
published here, is spréading about the city 
and causing the gravest concern. The news 


has been verified from private and news-. 


paper sources. The extent of the rising 
in Santiago is not known, but it is the 
opinion here that the worst calamity of all to 
the Palma government would be an insur- 
rection in eastern Cuba. 

It is said tonight by two reliable eye 
‘witnesses that Cardenas, which hitherto has 
been considered a perfectly peaceful city, 
was the scene yesterday of desultory fight- 
ing btween police and rural guards on one 
side and roving insurgents on the other, 

The only province remaining perfectly 
peaceful is Puerto Principe. Americans hav- 
ing great cattle interests there are appre- 
hensive lest it, too, become the field of insur~- 
rectionary operations. 


Foreign Property. Looted. 

A correspondent at Cienfuegos telegraphed 
tonight that there are 3,000 armed insur- 
gents in that vicinity and that all the small 
__ towns in Santa Clara province are controlled 

by ineurgents, who attack and loot trains 

and seize the property of foreigners as well 
as of Cubans. 

Trinidad is surrounded by insurgents and 
the government appears powerless to protect 
the property of Americans and other for- 
eigners. Railway trains are held up at will 
and passengers searched. Tne Cuban Central 

_gailway has declined to assume responsi- 
‘bility for the safety.of passengers or freight. 
. Fo .add@ to the general apprehension, the 

American Protestant missionaries of Ha- 
‘vana, who are in general charge of the field, 

say that reports from missionaries outside 

of Havana are practically unanimous in stat- 

Ing that the insurrection is sweeping all the 

country districts in the western half of the 


island. ; 


Fear American Intervention. 


The increasing gravity of the situation has 
revived discussion of the possibility of in- 
tervention by the United States. La Dis- 
cusion, the semi-official organ of the adminis- 
tration, in an editorial this evening, calls 
upon Cubans to lay down their arms and 
save the republic from thedanger of inter- 
vention. The article appeals to the patriot- 

. ism of the people, depicting the results of in- 
' tervention as follows: . 
** Permanent intervention would be worse 
‘than death. It would be preferable if the 
Caribbean should engulf the pear) of the 
Antilles.”’ 
_ ‘The article further appeals thus to racial 
sentiment: : 

‘The colored.race may tremble before the 

‘ possibility of intervention. Americans hate 
and despise negroes. Even their own ne- 
groes, with whom they have been in contact 
for 200 years, are treated like dogs, lynched, 
and hard)by considered human. If itis so with 
negroes of their own land and language, 
what would happen*to the Cuban negro?’ 


Censures American Rule. 

As to what the whites might expect under 
American intervention, the article says: 

“Our courteous comrades in the public de- 
partment. will be superseded by men of the 
type of Bliss (Gen. Tasker F. Bliss) who 
when administrator of customs, asked no- 
bedy to be seated in his office, and who forced 
the use of the English language. Also, in- 
stead of our deliberate and refined judges 
we should have Judge Pitcher (alluding to 
Capt. William L. Pitcher of the Eighth United 
States Infantry, who in 1809 was police magis- 
trate and supervisor of police of Havana) 
with their ‘@40 or ten days.’ 

“Furthermore, we shall have with us beer 
drinking American officers with clanking 
spurs, master of all, captivating our adorablo. 
virgins. That this may occur, Cubans fight 
against Cubans, making room that Finland- 
ere, Geemans, Americans, Spaniards may 
come and enjoy the fecundity of our soil and 
air, the murmuring of our rivers, the beauty 
of our moonlit nights, the kiss of our sea 
and even the love of our women, all because 
it ie said the elections were ,not fair. Is 
there«noe’ other ‘remedy exe®pt placing our 
necks under the yoke of Uncle Sam? ‘This 
war can have no other end but intervention.”’ 


Unable to Overtgke Guerra. 


The troops in the western portion of Pinar 
del Rio province have not yet come up with 
Pino Guerra, and, according to a Corre- 
spondent with the troops, there is no present 
likelihood of. their doing so, as Yhe troops 
might march for ten years and al? the while 
Guerra would stil] be just ahead of them in 
the hills. There are thousands of mountain 
trails with which the insurgénts are familiar 
and which lead in all directiéns. If Guerra 
eared to harass the government their troops 
eould be killed off by sharpshooters. he 
government has no cavalry in Pinar de! Rio, 
and the only real soldiers are the artillery- 
men, but as they are afoot they cannot co_e 
with the well mounted veterans on the in- 
surgert side. 


Misleading Official Reports. 

With a view to calming public feeling a 
dispatch from the governor of Santa Clara 
province was given out at the palace today, 
but ite statements are not borne out by any 
other testimony.

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Nebraska Leader — 
Dies Suddenly. 


EDITOR ROSEWATER DEAD. 


LOSES ITS MOST 
FIGDRE. 


NEBRASKA 
UNIQUE POLITICAL 


Founder of the Omaha Daily Bee and 
for Thirty-five Years a Champion 
of the People Against the Corpora- 
tion ought Ratflroads in Politics, 
PSE, he and Graft in Public Of- 
fice—Dies of Heart Failure While 
Alone in Courtroom. 


Omaha, Neb., Aug. 31.—[Specia!.]—The sud- 
den death of Edward Rosewater, founder 
and editor of the Omaha Dally Bee, has re- 
moved from Nebraska's political and busi- 
ness life its most unique personality. 

It has always been claimed that Editor 
Rosewater in his lifetime made-more ene- 
mies than any other man who ever lived be- 
tween the Mississippi river and the foothills 
of the Rocky mountains. 


Always a Fighter. 

Rosewater was a fighter of the most vigor- 
ous, tireless, adroit, and pugnacious type. 
He fought corporations in Nebraska politics 
for thirty-five years. He was the bitter an- 
tagonist of Union Pacific and Burlington rail- 
road influence in politics. He fought job- 
bery in the state, county, and municipal gov- 
ernments. He fought prohibition, and woman 
suffrage, the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and the “A. P. A.” He was usually at war 
with Nebraska senators and representatives 
in congress, with the governor and state 
officials of Nebraska, and the mayor, city 
council, and police board of Omaha, and fre- 
quently: with the Supreme court. 


Stood for the People. 

In conducting these battles Mr. Rosewater 
always stood for the people against graft 
ard corruption, for honesty in public office, 
for fair elections, economy, and justice. 

A republican, he never Hésitated to * bolt” 
the republican ticket when he didn’t ap- 
prove it. ‘His joint debate with William J. 
Bryan in 1896 is still remembered as a part 
of the political history of the state. 


Dies Alone, Suddenly. 

Mr. Rosewater was 65 years old, and for 
several years had been afflicted with heart 
disease. Therefore, men who knew him in- 
timately had expected his sudden death. 
Their fears were justified, for he was found 
dead in District courtroom No. 6, on the third 
floor of the Bee building, early this morning. 
Evidently he had sat down on a bench in the 
courtro@m and fell asleep, and died of heart 
failure. He had returned from ae short 
journey in the evening, and apparently had 
gone into the deserted courtroom to rest. 
It is believed that Mr. Rosewater’s @eath 
was hastened by the excitement of the cam- 
peltn, which ended on, Aug. 22, and’in which 
he was a prominent candidate for the nom- 
ination by the Nebraska republican conven- 
tion for United States senator. 


His Life in Brief. 

Mr. Rosewater was born in Bohemia, in 
1841, of Jewish parents. He settled in Cleve- 
land, O., in 1854, when 18 years old. At 16 
he had learned the telegraph code. In 1862 
and 1863 he was a telegraph operator at- 
tached to the union army, and later at the 
war department, undér Edwin M.. Stanton. 
He was the first-man to-send the emancipa- 
tion protlamation over the wires. From 
1864 until 1871 he was manager of the West- 
ern Union at Omaha, and in the latter year 
founded the Daily Bee.’ He was for many 
years a member of the republican nationa} 
committee. 

As a private citizen Mr. Rosewater was 
public spirited to a high degree. He built 
the Bee building, at a cost of $800,000. He 
was the original promoter of the Transmis- 
sissippi exposition. He gave liberally to 
charity. sw

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 
ST. PETERSBURG,, Aug. 31.—Another 
revolutionary attempt to involve foreign 
powers in the Rusgian crisis was made yes- 


terday at St. Petersburg. It wae conceived 
on the same Hnes to the similar attempt at 


Warsaw, where bogus Russian officers in uni-_ 


form assaulted the German consuler agent. 
This compelled the governor to offer his per- 
scnal regrets for the occurrence and in doing 
so he had to go to the consul’s house. He 
had to traverse certain streets to do this, and 
while on the way was assaulted by revalu- 
tionaries, who threw bombs. The governor 
escaped uninjured. 

Last night revolutionaries sel ted the 
Italian embassy for the new attempis. About 
10 o'clock an unknown man arrive: at the 
embassy and demanded to see the embassa- 
dor, The conceirge resisted his entry and 
Grew his sword. The unknown mon fireda 
shot frum a revolver through the glass door. 
The man was arrested. 


Telephones His Regrets. 

Today Foreign Minister ‘ Iszvolski tele- 
phoned his regrets to the embassy, but did not 
call. It ie noteworthy that the Italian em- 
bassy is situated in a rarely frequented part 
of Moikaquay andthe temporary timber 
bridge would offer a good means of escape to 
any assassin who might attempt the foreign 
minister's life if he called to tender apologies 
in person. 

Premier Stolypin hes taken up his resi- 
dence atthe winter palace in the quarters 
formerly occupied by Count Witte. 

The woman who aseassinated Gen. Min still 
refuses to disclose her identity, but she ad- 
mits that her paseport is false and has 
warned her jailers that St. Petersburg is on 
the eve of a series of acts of terrorism. 

The Russian minister of the interior has 
introduced a series of precautionary meas- 
ures with a view of preventing revolution- 
aries and others of that ‘character from 
gaining access to official receptions. Here- 
after government officials must produce 
cards of admission to these receptions, mili- 
tary officers must produce admission tickets 
bearing their photographs countersigned by 
the general of the division in charge, and 
the police must search ali civilians before 
admitting them. 

Twenty-two Mutineers Die. 

Helsingfors, Aug. 31.—Nineteen soldiers 
found guilty of participation in the recent 
mutiny at Sveaborg fortress were shot today, 
three civilians convicted of incitement to 
mutiny were hanged, and others were sen- 
tenced to prison for terms varying from five 


to fifteen years. 


NEGROES CONDEMNLYNCHINGS. 


National Business League Adopts Res- 


olutfon Thanking State Officials 
Who Oppose Mob Executions. 


Atlanta, Ga., Aug. 31.—The National Negro 
Business league today adopted resolutions 
defining its attitude on several important 
questions affecting the rate in the United 
States. Regarding lynching the resolutions 
declare: 

‘* We especially discourage and condemn 
the crime of lynching; we discourage and 
condemn the criminal negro as well as the 
criminal of all races, as enemies to our civ- 
iligation, and we extend our thanks to the 
officials of the states that enforce the laws 
against lynching and evildoers generaily.”’ 

Booker T. Washington again was elected 
president of the league.

The two establishments 
eecupied a four story brick building, 50 by 
160 feet, only the four walls of which were 
left standing.

ed the biaze. 

W. T. Sowers, a watchman, was making 
tis rounds and was descending from the 
second floor when he heard a slight detona- 
tion. He ran to the front of the building 
and calling a young man Who was passing 
requested him to telephone for the fire de- 
partment. 


Watchman Fails to Check Fire. 

Then the watchman returned to the second 
flood and tried to extinguish the fire, but it 
had gained such headway that he was driven 
below. Charles Derry, the engineer, who 
lives im the neighborhood, joined Sowers in 
his attempt to extinguish the flames. 

Temple Bros.’ lumber yard adjoins the 
building Gn the east and was damaged tothe 
extent of $3,000. A residence west of the 
factory occupied by Godfrey Jacobs suffered 
slight damage. 

Arrangement of Building. 

The three lower floors of the burned build- 
ing were occupied b the soap factory, the 
first being the storeroom, the second and 
thiré being devoted to the manufacturing. 
The paper box factory occupied the top 
floor.

DANGEROUS CROSSING. 


South Park Commissioners Adopt Plan 
to Prevent Reckless Chauffeurs 
from Dashing at Breakneck Speed 
Around Corner at Michigan Ave- 
nue and Jackson Boulevard — Two 
Chicago Lawyers Are Fined in 
Evanston. 


Automobiles can no longer whirl around 
the corner at Michigan avenue and Jackson 
boulevard at a dizzy or reckless rate of 
speed. The south park commissioners have 
had.placed in the middle of the street two 
lamp posts, one at the Jackson boulevard 
crossing and the other at the Michigan ave- 
nue crossing, to prevent speeding at this 
point. 

The posts rest on large cement founda- 
tions calculated to be noticeable to the most 
reckless auto driver. Red lights adorn the 
apex of each iron column. A boulevard 
policeman hereafter will be stationed at 
the corner to see that every auto and car- 
riage takes the right side of the lamp posts. 

Jackson boulevard is one of the auto ar- 
teries of. Chicago, and the corner of Mich- 
igan avenue long has been a dangerous one 
because of the tendency of chauffeurs to 
swing around it at a whizzing rate of speed. 

When Attorney John P. Wilson, 563 Dear- 
born avenue, was arraigned before Justice 
Boyer in Evanston for violation-of the auto- 
mobile speed ordinance, he said: 

‘Your honor, I shall make no defense; if 
the policeman says I was scorching, | guess 
I must have been.’

High, 2212 Prairie avenue, on the testimony 
of a policeman that the lawyer had driven 
his automobille-in.

a colored woman, who cannot read or write— 
is the latest counter accusation by the de- 
fense growing out of the tangled maze of 
the Inspector Lavin case. 

Mrs. George Wilkinson makes the charge. 
It involves Chief Collins, Police Attorney 
Frank D. Comerford, two or three detectives, 
@ patrolman or two, anda male stenographer. 

The woman says that she was taken from 
her home on the south side by the detectives 
Thursday night, under threats, and con- 
veyed to the of the chief. She asserts 
she then was forced to sign, under penalty of 
being dragged to the cells below, an affidavit 
incriminating Inspector Levin in the theft of 
two jewels belonging to her husband. 

Chief Colling and Mr. Comerford admitted 


that the affidavit wag made, but denied they 


used force. 


Woman’s Husband Reveals Story. 


George Wilkinson, husband of the colored 
woman, is in the coanty jail, held under the 
charge of larceny. He gent a special de- 

ery letter yesterday afternoon to his and 
in’s attorney, Charles Erbstein, in the 
ford bullding. 

“My wife,” said the prisoner to the at- 
torney, who hurried over to the jail, “ has 
just been here. She tells me that late last 
night detectives went to her residence at 4105 
Prairie avente. 

“*Come with us, the chief wants to see 
you,’ they said to her. They dragged her 
down to the chief's office, where Chief Col- 
lins, Comerford, and a lot of policemen 


threatened her unless she signed an affidavit | 


against Lavin.”’ 


Erbstein Threatens Arrests. 

Attorney Erbstein said that whoever was 
guilty of the outrage would be arrested. 

““I don’t care if it’s the chief himself. I 
don’t care if it’s Comerford,’ he exclaimed. 
“T’ll have them arrested, and all the police- 
men mixed-up in it will go to jail with them. 
This ie compelling a confession, and the pen- 
alty is from one to three years in the peni- 
tentiary.” 

Chief Collins did not appear to fear arrest. 

“The woman made the affidavit,’ he said, 
“but she was not threatened and she was 
not forced.” 

Attorney Comerford said that his salary of 
$2,500 a year as police attorney would not 
tempt him to intimidate a witness. 

The Lavin case will come up for a hearing 
before the civil service commission today. 
Lavin will ask for a continuance until next 
Thursday, because his attorney, A. D. Gash, 
is out of town. Chief Collins said he would 
ask for a speedy trial. 

It developed during the day that Chief 
O'Neill had declined to take up the same 
charges against Lavin that are now before 
the commission. 


New Affidavit Silas 


One of the additional affidavits, which 
Chief Collins refuse@ to admit having in his 
possession, is that of Jeremiah Curtin, @ 
saloonkeeper at. 5441 Wentworth avenue. 
Curtin’s experiences with Lavin date back 
to the time when Lavin was a captain in that 
district. He refused to say what his sworn 
statement contained, but wae sure that “ it 
wasn’t of much importance.”

MUST WORK ALWAYs. 


Jefferson Davia Pierce Addresses 500 
Young..Women in Brands Hall, 
Saying Hope of Escaping Present 
Cenditions Through Matrimony Is 
Foolish—Speaker Hdlds Marriage 
to Be Question of Dollars, in Which 
His Hearers Have Little Shove, 


Some dreams of young working girls were 
rudely shattered last night by Jefferson Davis 
Pierce, who has heen sent to Chicago by the 
American Federation of Labor to “ uplift” 
the women wage earners of this city. Mr. 
Pierce delivere@ some “plain” remarks 
about the marriage question to 500 waltresses 
at Brand's hall, and stirred up a sensation 
among the romantically inclined members of 
his audience. 

He proceeded to destroy such illusions as 
“love in a cottage’’ and wound up by de- 
claring to hie hearers that there was noth. 
ing in the old story of “ Mving happily ever 
afterward.”’ 

To the young working girl who dreams of 
marrying the son of her employer and dwell- 
ing in luxury in a brown stone house with 


servants and carriages, Mr. Pierce pointed | 


out that the age of miracles is past.and that 
the average young woman should@regard her- 
self lucky to catch even an honest young 
mechanic or baker or teamater. 

“ Working girls who expect to escape a life 
of work through matrimony,” said Mr. 
Pierce, “are migtaken. The men of this 
generation are wise. They are not going to 
marry you. If they marry anybody it will be 
‘some girl who has a fortune. Married life 
has come down to a question of dollars and 
cents, and in,that consideration you work- 
ing giris stand @ pretty poor show.’’ 


Love on $10. a Week Impossible. 

Mr. Pierce then took up the “love in a cat- 
tage” proposition. He said it originated 
with some sixteenth century poet who wasn’t 
familiar with modern industrial conditions 

“That man didn’t know what he was talk- 
ing about,”’ he said. “If he had to live ina 
cottage with a wife on $10 a week he soon 
would discover that love would fiy out at 
the window.” 

“Mow many of you girls are getting more 
than $8 a week?" asked the speaker. “How 
would you like te keep a husband on that 
amount?” 

Mr, Pierce said he had no patience with the 
“romantic dreams of the average young 
working girl.”’ 

“They seem to be living always with air- 
castle visions in front of them, and when you 
talk to them about bettering their working 
conditionagthey tell you that they den’t in- 
tend to work much longer, but’expect to get 
married soon and then life will be one con- 
tinuous expanse of ease and enjoyment. 

“It’s false,"’ exclaimed the dream shatterer. 
“The working girl's salvation lies only in 
herself. I dare say the majority of you will 
have to work all through life for a living. The 
only way you will get anything more out of 
life than you have already is by joining a 
union and striking, just as your brother 
strikes, for higher wages and shorter work- 
ing hours.’’ 

Lie About Age to Get Work. 

After declaring that waitresses were 


among the hardest worked classes of women, 
Mr. Pierce told of his observations in a Mas- 


sachusetts faetory town, where he said girls’ 


had to lie about their ages in order to get 
positions. 

** I came across girls in that place,’’ he said, 
“who were more than 25 years old, and yet 
they had to swear they were under 20 before 
they were given employment. That {s because 
the factory men demand youth—they can 
make more money out of youth than out of 
girls who are beginning to grow old. 

* And,” concluded the speaker, “I tell you 
that nobody knows so well as these factory 
girls that there is no salvation for them in 
marriage. If they want to ‘live happily 
ever afterward,’ as the stories say, they must 
provide their own ‘ cottage’ and lavish their 
love upon themsélves without wasting any 
time on dreams.”’

JONES <IS A BIG FACTOR. 


Manager Stops Possible Runs by 
Fine Cateh; Each Team Uses 


Two Pitchers. 


Cleveland. O., Aug. 31.—[{Special:]—Fielder 
Jones’ great winning machine started its 
Jast series at League park this afternoon 
and defeated Cleveland 5 to 4, 
best games of the season, a contest that was 
marked by the desperate efforts of both man- 
agers, Jones and Lajoie, to march off with 
the big end of the score. 

Bachmanager sent two twirlers to the slab. 
Chicago used twelve men in its successful 
efforts to win, while Cleveland tried thirteen 
aad fell one short of tying: up'the score. 


A Jones Stops Possible Runs. 


While every member of the White Sox 
team had a conspicuous part in the victory, 
Manager Jones himself is entitled to the 
greater part of the credit for the final result. 
His great catch of Congalton's fly to left cen- 
ter in the eight inning robbed Cleveland of one 
run and possibly two, while his exhibition 
of managerial acumen in the ninth round 
killed off another Cleveland score. 

While Jones and incidentally his teammates

Cincinnati Magnate Declares No One 
Knows How He Will Vote in the 


Presidential Election. 


Cincinnati,. O:, Aug. 381.—[Special.]—Auguat 
Hermann, in discussing Puliiam’s ietter today, 
said: 

** The answer to the first sentenge of that state- 
mefft answers the entire letter. 1 have not seen 
fit to tell on which side I stand so far as the re- 
election of Mr. Pulliam is concerned. I have not 
told any one whether I would vote for or against 
Pulliam. I have not seen Mr. Hart, who has 
been mentioned as Pulliam’s successor, I never 
in my life spoke to him about becoming president 
of the National league, and the only person I 
know of who did is Barney Dreyfuss of Pittsburg. 

‘‘ According to an interview, Mr. Dreyfuss is 
represented as saying that Mr. Brush of New 
York and myself are for Mr. Hart for president. 
I will declare who I am for when I cast my vote 
next December and it will be the first time I have 
declared myself since last December, when I 
voted against Mr. Pulliam. Mr. Pulliam seems 
determined .to drag me.into the affairs of Mr. 
Brush. ‘If he intends to convey the idea that I 
sided with Mr: Brush in the MeGraw affair he Ils 
not doing so through any misunderstanding of 
my position. 

‘‘T wrote to Pulliam regarding that affair and 
told him I believed -he-had taken the right stand; 
that it was outrageous. I said that it was se 
serious an affair’to baseball that if it were re- 
peated by a player that’player ought to be black- 
listed for life, but I added that the charge should 
first be fully substantiated, which I think has 
been done. Mr. Pulliam has that letter and I 
have a copy of it on file. So far as other charges 
by Mr. Pulliam are éoncerned, I will take them 
up with him personally Saturday morning.’

IN HIS RASCALITY. 
Directors of Philadelphia 
Bank Declared to Have 
Had Big. Part. 


BIG RUSH TO SAFETY. 


Forty-eight Hours’ Time Given 
Those on the Inside to Get 
Their Money. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 31.—{Special. }— 
John H. Converse, president of the Baldwin 
locomotive works, the biggest financial 
backer in America of the Presbyterian church 
and probably its greatest layman, declared 
today as director of the Real Estate Trust 
company that every month when the direc- 
torate met President Hipple and Treasurer 
William F. North hed presented a list of 
securities which to him looked gilt edged. 
But, he added, subsequent developments 
made him believe some directors as well 
as the two officials named were aware of 
the real character of the collateral. 

Converse practically placed equal responsi- 
bility with Hipple on Treasurer North. He 
intimated that some of the directors who 
had known of the real condition of the con- 
cern had drawn out their funds and had cov- 
ered their friends. His statement was cor- 
roborated by Joseph De F. Junkin, society 
man and director, and by J. Bayard Henry, 
former state senator, also of the directorate. 


Directors Given Warning. 

It is the growing impression among deposi- 
tors and counsel that the bank was held opea 
forty-eight hours after the directorate knew 
of Hipple’s suicide and that the institution 
was, insolvent to allow arushtocover. Nine 
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars 
wag passed over to those “on the inside” 
from Monday morning until Tuesday after- 
noon. Criminal prosecutions against some of 
the most honored men in Philadelphia are ex- 
pected shortly. . “

FEEDING OF INFANTS AND CHILDREN 
{BY ROBERT H. HARVEY, M. D-] 

The idéal infants’ food, if we wish to have 
it correspond as nearly as possibie to moth- 
er’s milk, should not be stertlized. It should 
be raw milk, the same as mother’s milk, be- 
cause sterilization means heating the milk 
to 212 degrees and keeping it at that tempera- 
ture for half an hour. 

Though the germs are killed by this proc- 
ess, it destroys certain qualities of the milk 
essential. for the nourishment of the child. 
If children are fed upon sterilized milk other 


scurvy or rickets. 

Pasteurizing is the heating of milk to a 
temperature of 167 gegrees and the mainte- 
nance of this temperature for twenty min- 
utes. 

It has been found that pasteurizing does 
not damage the milk, or rather its nourishing 
qualities, as much as sterilizing, but still it 
hat the same effect as complete sterilization. 

-o ’ 


Of course, if milk can be obtained direct 
from the cow and used immediately it would 
not be necessary to sterilize it, because ster- 
ilization Is not used to.change the milk as it 
comes from the cow but to kill the germs 
which get into the milk after it leaves the 
cow. 

The wdaysdn which germs get into milk are 
numerous: for instance, if the udder of the 
cow is soiled, if the hands of the milker are 
not clean, if the milk pail has not been thor- 
oughly washed and scalded. 

A small amount of milk remaining ina can 
from a previous milking will collect germs 
from the air and become sour. One drop of 
sour milk, which is nothing more nor less 
‘han a growth of gefms, can infect any quan- 
tity of milk. 

The larger dairies now, after washing their 
utensils, sterilize them. If the milk is put 
into these utensils absolutely clean and kept 
in a cool place no germs will grow. But 
the milk has been put into a bottle which h 
not been thoroughly cleansed and sterilized, 
then the milk which is put In is contaminated. 

~~ 

The point is to sterilize all the utensils and 
not the milk, because the milk in the cow’s 
udder is sterile, and if it could be delivered in 
that manner it would be ideal. 

For this reason experiments are being made 
with goat’s milk. A goat can be transported 
easily, and each feeding time the goat can be 
milked. By modifying this milk and giving 
at once we avoid the danger of making the 
child ill by giving it infected milk, and also 
avoid the pecessity of sterilizing or pasteur- 
izing. 

There is no question that at times it is 
necessary to sterilize or pasteurize milk. For 
instance, during the hot months, In case it is 
impossible to obtain clean milk, this must be 
done. Butina city of any size one can obtain 
fresh milk during all months of the year. 
The m rn dairymen have arranged to de- 
liver milk in cities twelve hours after it is 
produced, being packed in ice from the time 
it is milked unt!! delivered to the consumer.

The milk commission of the Children’s Hos- 
pital society of Chicago has stations through- 
out the city where the poor can obtain milk 
which is properly modified, and in the warm 
months pasteurized, at less cost than‘ ordt- 


- pary milk. 


“To my mind, the most important point in 
obtaining milk for home modification is to 
get it as fresh as possible. In no case should 
milk be used for that purpose that is over 


twelve hours old. 
Before going on with the details of how to 


modify milk for an infant, I wish to ca'l your 
attention to the reasons why condensed milk 
and infantsfoods should not be used.

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MRS. CRAIGIE’S GREATEST 
BOOK LEFT UNBORN BY 
HER DEATH. 


Was Planning a Profound Novel 
Based on American Social Life ; 
John Collis Snaith’s New Novel 
an Intensely Interesting Tale. 


T is most unfortunate for her reputation 
that Mrs. Cragie died before accomplish- 
of her lamented death, a brilliant rather 
ing her best work. She was up to the time 
than a profound writer. She was, however, 

working on toward the profound, or, if not 

quite that, at least the serious, “Robert 

Orange” and “ The School for Saints "* were 

more important contributions to modern fic- 

tion than her earlier stories, brilliant though 
they are. 

Messrs. Appleton announce a new novel 
by Mrs. Craigie, one that she had just com- 
pleted, but the one she would have written 
had she lived, the one with America, her na- 
tive land, as a background, never got beyond 
ite first conception in her brain. It is not 
even known with any degree of certainty that 
she was contemplating the writing of such 
a book, but I had my suspicions last winter 
when I talked over the social situation on 
this side the water with her that she was, in 
a quiet way, gathering materia! for her mag- 
num opus. It was wetter than reading a 
novel to hear Mrs. Craigie talkin her brill- 
iant, incisive manner of society in New York 
and London. And it was-only a few months 
ago, here in New York. 

Mrs. Craigie told me that she was & 
methodical worker. You could guess that 
from her handwriting—small, cleancut, neat, 
sloping slightly up from left to right. I 
have one of her letters now before me. It 
is dated Dec. &, 1905. I had written her of 
the coming printers’ strike and that we were 
busy ‘getting ready for it. ‘I do think it 
charming of the strikers,’’ she wrote, ‘to 
give long notice of their intentions. Chivairy 
clearly’ is not dead.’’ 

By 9:30 Mrs. Craigie was at her desk and 
there she sat and worked for three hours. 
A long time to work without a break at 
such writing as she did. She never worked 
at night, which shows that she had never 
been a journalist, but always came fresh to 
her task in the morning. She confessed 
to the influence of Jane Austen and Field- 
ing more than any other writers. it was 
Fielding’s manner she admired rather than 
his matter. But Jane Austen was her great- 
est admiration, and here is where we shake 
hands. Jane Austen's dialogue ske consid- 
ered marvelous, and so it is. , Where will 
vou find its equal for naturalness? Iam sure 
I do not know. And her character draw- 
ing! Has any one ever created a character 
more distinctive than M1. Collins? He Is 
the most perfect snob in fiction. 


I wonder if you ever read “ Broke of Coven- 
den?’ If not, there is stil time; if you have 
you will be glad to know that the author, 
John Collis Snaith, has written a new novel, 
“HENRY NORTHCOTE ” (H. B. Turner). 
Mr. Snaith is a‘ wonder; he can write the 
cleverest and the least clever books. of any 
man I know. ‘“ Mistress Dorothy Marvin” 
is chéap melodrama, “‘ Broke of Covenden ” 
one of the cleverest novels of the last five 


years. 

From the first page “‘ Henry Northcote” 
holds the reader. Curiosity is started with 
the first. five lines. The story is not in the 
least like ‘“‘ Broke of Covenden.” It could 
not be legs like it, but it has the same faculty 


of holding the attention. 
Wouldn’t/you go on reading a story that 


began in this way: | 

Northcote sat in his chambers in Shepard’s Inn. 
Down below was Fleet street, in the thrall of a 
bitter December twilight. A heavy and pervasive 
thaw pressed its. mantle. upon the gaslit air; a 
driving sleet numbed the skin and stung the eyes 
of all who had to face it. Pools of slush, composed 
in equal parts of ice, water, and mud, impeded the 
pavements. They invaded the stoutest boots, sub- 
merged those less resolute, and imposed not a little 
inconvenience upon that sction of the population 
which, unaddicted to the wearing of boots, had d‘s- 
pensed with them altogether. 

The room in which Northcote kept was no more 
than a large and drafty garret, which abutted 
form the northern end of a crazy rectangular build- 
ing on this curlous byway of the world’s affairs. 
Only a few decrepit tiles, a handful of rotten laths, 
and a layer of cracked plaster intervened between 
him and the night. The grate bad no fire in it; 
there was no carpet to the floor. A table and two 
chairs were the sole furniture, and in a corner 
could be heard the stealthy drip of icy water as it 
percolated through the roof. 

The occupant of the room sat in a threadbare 
overcoat with the collar turned uptohisears. His 
hands, incased in a pair of woolen gloves,. which 
were full of holes, were pressed upon his knees; 
a pipe was between his teeth, and while he sucked 
at it with the devout patience of one to whom it has 
to serve for everything that the physicai side of his 
nature craved, he stared into the fireless grate with 
an intensity which can impart @ heat and a@ life of 


its own. 


Northcote was a man of 30 who found 
himself face to face with starvation. He had 
been six years at the bar, but had not yet 
been able to earn enough to buy food and 
clothing. While he is wondering what wil 
be the end of it all a solicitor who had heard 
him plead a case on one of the few memora- 
ble occasions when he had a case to plead, 
enters his room, this was the beginning of 
a new life. The solicitor wanted him to take 
a small murder case, fee 20 guineas and no 
kudos. It was fortune to Northcote amu 
meant food. Kudos could take care of itself. 

The woman whom he was to defend was 
one of the poor unfortunates of the streets 
who was accused of murdering the man with 
whom she had lived. Northcote takes the 
stand for the poor wretch and holds judge 
and jury spellbound while he talks on near- 
ly three hours and wins his case. 

I confess to liking ‘‘ Broke of Covenden ”’ 
better than thisstory, but there are those who 
will not egree with me. They will like the 
strange rhapsodies of *‘ Henry Northcote” 
better than the wit of the former book. In 
the three novels by Mr. Snaith that I have 
read I find three distinct writers. I have 
heard of dual characters, but a three In one 
writer is something new.

GEORGE WASHINGTON’S 
. * HOME LIFE. 


Bad Taste Shown in Publication 
of “Letters and Recollections of 
George Washington’’—Editor Sus- 
pected of Vanity. 


OUBLEDAY & PAGE have published 
a substantial collection of * LET- 


GEORGE WASHINGTON.” The Jet, 
ters are addressed chiefly to Mr. 
Tobias Lear, who was at one time the tutor 
to Washington's stepchildren and who later 
became his man of affairs and who was al- 
ways, it would appear, a reliable steward.- 
Then there are also a large number of letters 
to other men concerning. business or do- 
mestic detail. The editor, in his enthusiasm 
for a great man and in pursuance of his 
idea that all that relates to him must hold 
a genuine interest for posterity, brought 
himself to use this mass of matter, rejected 
in the previous collections, and he hoped, no 
déubt, that the dignity of the volume was in 
keeping with that of the man who indicted 
these brief and matter of fact epistles. 

It cannot but seem, however, to persons 
with less enthusiasm for historical non es- 
sentials than the late Prof. Jared 
Sparks, that George Washington would 
have. been haughtily displeased at the 
publication of this volume, which re- 
veals much he or any one else would 
wish to have sink at once into oblivion. 
Washington faced the difficulties of daily 
life, as weall do. He had his house to keep, 
and it was no meager establishment. He 
was a landlord, and a particular one. He 
boug’.t and sol@land, raised stock, grain, and 
other produce, He was the auditor of the 
accounts kept for him, and he was frugal, 
just, sensible, and careful... He knew what 
he wanted, could write a command with dig- 
nity, and in the midst of business did not 
neglect the amenities. These are facts of 
some interest, but the acquirement of them 
by the general public hardly justifies what 
must be felt to be the bad taste of revealing 
the inner workings of the Washington estab- 
lishment. 

Even the diary in which Mr. Lear records 
the particulars of Washington's last hours 
are a sort. of offense. They have in them the 
pitiable realism of the sick room, and Wash- 
ington, who permitted none to take liberties 
with him, could not have brooked the pub- 
lication of a history so personal and so little 
lifted out of the realm of the physical. The 
particularly interesting points about this 
brief record is, however, the utter inade- 
quacy of the medical service of the time. 
The physicians were unable, it would appear, 
so much as to diagnose the acute throat 
or lung difficulty—possible diphtheric ton- 
silitis or maybe pneumonia—which in a few 
hours carried off the great statesman when 
little past his prime. Only continuous bleed- 
ing and mixtures of molasses and vinegar 
or other such compounds from the kitchen 
were offered to the hearty man whose breath 
failed within him. 

Ladies will be interested to know that a 
good deal of the motive for the publication 
of the volume is to acquaint the public with 
the fact that Mrs. Louisa Lear Eyre, grand- 
daughter of Tobias Lear, has a quilt which 
Martha Washington made with her own 
hands. The quilt is mentioned in the pre- 
face and in the table of illustrations. In due 
time reference is made to it in the body of 
the book, and a full page picture of it ap- 
pears. AS an addendum, the portrait of 
Frances Dandridge Henley, third wife of 
Tobias of sacred memory, has underneath 
it this Inscription: ‘ Also a nlece of Martha 
Washington, and it was to her that the quilt, 
shown in the other illustration, was given.’’ 
This is good news, of course, and Mrs. Eyre, 
present pogesessor of the quilt, is offered our 
felicitations. 

The truth is, the book is an illustration 
of that peculiarly small and fussy historical 
spirit which has too often seized the east 
and which has made more than one histori- 
cal society or museum ridiculous. Wash-~ 
ington had, it appears, his own notions about 
brood mares, kitchen pumps, the price of 
Kentucky wild land, the menu for the sec- 
ond table, the giving of pap cups, 
and the engaging of servants. But, as no 
one has at any. time supposed the Father of 
his Country to be lacking in intelligence or 
common sense, so much might have been 
taken for granted. 

The only thing one would challenge is the 
statement, that Washington's coffin. meas- 
ured 5 feet 3% inches. Is this really possi- 
ble? The popular idea ofa tall, stately, and 
imposing Washington would be difficult to 
eradicate. Washington speaks of his weight 
as 210 pounds and the measure of his shoul- 
P ders as being one foot and nine inches. 
These weights and -measurements appear 
inconsistent with a height so extremely be- 
low the average. 


The sixteenth volume of **‘ The American 
Natiom A History,’’ edited by Albert Bush- 
nell Hart of Harvard, appears from the 
Harpers’ press. This work, which, in com- 
pletion, is to consist of twenty-seven vol- 
umes, is the labor of a number of “ asso- 
ciated scholars,’ ‘‘ advised by various his- 
torical societies.” 

The subject of the present volume ig 
“SLAVERY AND ABOLITION,” and no 
previous work, so far as known to this re- 
viewer, compares with it for fairness of 
treatment, although Prof. Hart confesses 
himself the “‘ son and grandson @f abolition- 
ists.”’ 

Opening with a chapter on the social life 
of the country and following it with one 
devoted to the subject of intellectual life, 
Prof. Hart shows with photographic clear- 
ness the conditions of the north and of the 
south, indicating, briefly, the springing into 
life of enthusiasms and movements, and 
showing how, almost imperceptibly, the di- 
vergence of ideals in different communities 
was iretituted. He enters gravely upon his 
history of the beginning of slavery in this 


country. 


“Though the legal] status of slavery was 
as firmly established as inheritence of prop- 
erty or private ownership of land,”’ he writes, 
“objections to {it on mora) and ethical grounds 
were always plenty; ant during and after 
the revolution it lost much of its prestige, 
because it did not seean to pay. In New 
England to hold slaves was a mark of dig- 
nity rather than of profit; in the middle 
colofiies they never rose to more than a 
twelfth of the population, and im the south 
the staple crops of wheat, tobacco, indigo, 
an@ rice could not give them all profitable 
employment. The rise of cotton planting 
had the effect of intensifying the feeling 
that. whatever its ills, slavery was a fixed, 
unalterable, economic fact—an institution.’ 

He follows the Industrial development of 
the two sections, north and south, and con- 
cludes: “ The abnormal thing was thet a 
region of great resources and inteHigent lead- 
ers like the south should have remained for 
half a century outside the modern economic 
system, still retaining the provincial condl- 
tions of scattered population, littie diversified 
agriculture and slave labor; while the north 
had land, ships, mills, forges, mines, rich 
cities, and a remarkably productive popula- 
tion. Outside of the plantation bulldings 
and modern accumulations of buildings and 
stocks of goode in a few cities the south 
knew but two forms of wealth, land and 


slaves.”

Call Rates Marked Up. 

There was a general marking up of call 
rates yesterday by local banks, the advance 
being from 56% toG percent. Thereis a larger 
volume of business transacted at the latter 
figure now than at any time in some years. 
There are a few exceptions to the 6 per cent 
rate, but more new business is being placed 
at 6 than at any other per cent. In the last 
ten days more of the banks madea minimum 
rate of 56% per cent. It is not claimed there 
is any scarcity of funds at this center. But 
the demand is good and the banks desire to 
remain in good condition for the continued 
growing crop moving demand. 

Borrowers in New York had a foretaste of 
what is coming when:they were obliged to 
pay 12 per cent yesterday forcall funds.

The total loss is sufficient 
to wipe out the surplus reserve, unless, as 
was the case last week, unknown movements 
should change the apparent situation.

WORLD HAS LOTS OF FOOD. 


Hungarian Minister of Agriculture Es- 
timates That Present Supply Is 
Immense. 


BUDAPEST. Aug. 31.—The Hungarian 
minister of agriculture today issued his an- 
nual estimates Of the world’s crops. , They 
are: . 

Wheat, 949,000,000 meter centners, as com- 
pared: with 926,000,000 last year; rye. 382,000,- 
000, compared with 394,000,000; barley, 315,- 
000,000, compared with 307,000,000; oats, 527,- 
000,000, compared with 534,000,000; maize, 
987,000,000, compared with 917,000,000. 

The minister estimates the world’s total re- 
quirements of all grains at 3,181,000,000 meter 
centners, so that with supplies remaining 
from previous crops, amounting to 91,000,000 
meter centners, he estimates that the sur- 
plus of all grains for 1906-'07 will be in the 
neighborhood of 120,000,000 meter centners.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS, 


PLAN 2O REGAIN FOR CHICAGO 
ITS FORMER GRAIN TRADE. 


Terminal Elevator to Be Built at 
Sioux City, Ia., and the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railway te Make Low 
Rate from There—Postal Clerks to 
Ask for Stéel Cars—Colonist Tickets 
Cause Heavy Travel te Pacific 
Coast Points. 


— 


A plan has been formulated the carrying 
eut of which will, it is believed, enable the 
Chicago grain market to recoup & large part 
of the losses it has sustained by the diversion 
of traffic to the gulf by the southern rail- 
roads. to the head of the lake by the north- 
ern lines, and direct to the east from Illinois 
points by the eastern lines. The scheme fg to 
bullé a big terminal elevator at Sioux City, 
at a cost of $200,000, half the capital to be 
furnished by Chicago concerne and half by 


Sioux City firms. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad is 
expected then to make rates which will bring 
the grain from Sioux City to Chicago. A 
high official of the Milwaukee in Chicago 
denied that it is back of the elevator scheme, 
but said it doubtless would make satisfactory 
rates from Sioux City to Chicago when the 
former became a grain market. 

The increase in grain acreage west of the 
Missouri river is almost entirely within terri- 
tory which, it is considered, would be trib- 

ary to Chicago via Sioux City. According 

figures compiled by E. B. Boyd of the 
transportation department of the Chicago 
board of trade, the increase in acreage in 
Nebraska during the last ten years has been 
1.875.688 acres, in South Dakota 1,519,824, 
tn North Dakota 8,875,616. and in Minne- 
gota 3,752,002—a total of 10,221,070 acres. 
Railroad traffic managers believe the grain 
from more than one-third of this new acre- 
age would be shipped to Chicago via Sioux 
City if a grain market could be established 
et Sioux City. 


Postal Clerks Want More Safety. 

The railway postal clerks, at their national 
convention in Chicago on Oct. 8, will prob- 
ably adopt resolutions asking the govern- 
ment to cause stronger cars—steel ones pre- 
ferred—to be’ provided for the mail service. 
The various divisions of the order have in- 
dicated that they favor stich a move. On 
some roads mail cars with stee)] platforms 
have been provided. Experience has proved 
that they are much less likely to telescope 
fn case of accident than the old type of car. 
The present difficulty in the way of the ex- 
tensive adoption of stee] in car building, rail- 
way men say, is that it is practically im- 
possible for the mills to fill the orders for 
steel which they now have. 


Heavy Travel to Coast. 

The colonist rates to California which the 
transcontinental lines put in on Aug. 27, ef- 
fective until Oct. 81, are causing the heaviest 
travel to the Pacific coast ever known at 
this time of year. The largest part of those 
taxing advantage of the rates are working- 
men. who are going to San Francisco to seek 
employment in the rebuilding of the city. 

Every passenger station of frame construc- 
tion on the Burlington road is to be divested 
of its old coat of red paint and given a new 
one of four colors. The outsides will be 
Indian red, with a trimming of bronze green, 
and pearl gray will be used on the interior 
walls and. ; ight gray on the ceilings. 


DEATH ROLL BREAKS RECORDS. 


Number During August Is the Largest 
Since the Month of the Iro- 
quois Fire. 


“The largest death roll since the month 
of the Iroquois fire,”’ summarizes the report 
of Coronér Hoffman for the month of August. 
There were 390 deaths in Cook county, as 
against 338 for July, and 856 for April, the 
next largest month. 

The increase In the death rate is attributed 
to the excessive heat. There were twerty- 
seven deaths by heat, as against one for the 
month of July. Suicides also increased with 
the hot weather. There were thirty-nine dur- 
ing August, oa apna for any other month 
eave February, en there were the same 
number. During August there were twenty- 
mine drownings. Momicides fell off notice- 
ably. There were only fourteen in August as 
compared with twenty for July. Ratlroads 
claimed twenty-six victims and street cars 
thirteen.
